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AUTUMN PEST CONTROL 


Now is the time to begin thinking of 
safety measures to guard against diseases 
in next year’s fruit crops. 


For home garden use, emphasis is upon the use 
of safe materials, such at bordeaux, oils and lime 
sulphur. 


Lime Sulphur is a very old but 
still useful dual purpose spray 
when used where it is most 
needed. Mainly as a dorment 
insecticide, and fungicide., 


In June, the safe strength to 
use is eight to 10 parts diluted 
with water to make 100 parts ‘of 
spray. 

For dis@ase control, apply 
Bordeaux at the recommended 
dilution in water, as suggested 
on the container, and spray 
apricots when the leaves have 
thinned a bit. 

Spray other kinds of fruit at 
the same time. This will be a 
little earlier, as peach and pear 
hold their leaves until well into 
winter, 


Almonds are very susceptable 
to shot hole disease and should 
be sprayed in autumn and at 
early bud swell with Bordeaux. 
The almond is usually a large 
tree, but an adjustable nozzle 
ean give you a thin stream 
which will penetrate the leaves 
at a distance of 15ft. or more.

nectarMhes are subject to shot 
hole and the fruits of nectarine 
can be badly affected. Autumn 
and winter sprays of Bordeaux. 
followed later at full bloom and 
at intervals in early summer and 
pre-harvest with Thiram 80 
(IMTO) will greatly help in 
the picking of disease-free fruit. 


For citrus trees, summer or 
early autumn sprays should have 
been applied by now for red 
seale control, but if they were 
not, they should be sprayed as 
soon as possible, using Rogor 
EC, plus_clear, white oi. 


In. answer to a question re~ 
garding the lemons falling off the 
tree early, there are a few rea- 
sons. 

First of all, lemons do not like 
wet feet, and the first thing to 
do when planting lemon trees 
is to make sure the tree is not 
planted in a position-where the 
water will lie. Also, lemons will 
drop fruit if the tree is still 
young and growing. Most of the 
growth is going into the ire

The request has been made 
in a circular letter sent to the 
school committees, advisory 


councils and mothers’ clubs 
which are members of the two 
State organisations. 

The letter is the result of talks 
between the executive members 
of the two bodies and a decision 
by the quarterly conference of 
the Federation held in Melbourne 


on March 16, at which the 
mothers asked that all children 
should be removed from any 
form of supervision of school 
crossings. 


These talks followed discus- 
sion of the appointment of adult 
crossing supervisors by some 
municipal councils and criticism 
of this action by the Chairman 
of the Traffic Commission, Mr. 
J. D. Thorpe. 


Mr. Dunn explained that Edu- 
cation Department instructions 
require written permission from 
parents before any child can 
take any part in placing flags 
on crossings or in any other form 
of supervision. 


He said that for more than 
10 years, parents have been de- 
manding that both organisations 
seek improvements on_ school 
crossings, but repeated, repre- 
sentations to the Traffic Com- 
mission have produced nothing. 


The two presidents emphasised 
that, while the State organisa- 
tions could take deputations to 
the appropriate auhorities, only 
the parents themselves can de- 
cide whether or not they will 
allow their children to face the 
dangers and responsibilities of 
traffic control on busy roads. 
“We are not asking for over- 
passes or policemen at every 
school crossing; all we ask is 
that crossings should have legal 
standing without the need for 
volunteer labour and where 
supervision is necessary, this 
should be the responsibility of 
properly trained adults and not 
Mr. 


teachers or children,” Dunn 


said. 


The two presidents said that, 
given the support of parents, and 
a change of heart by the Traffic 
Commission they believed that 
these improvements could be 
achieved.

The council had suggested that the Federal 
Government make an appeal for aboriginals in the 


same way the money was 
Bushfire Relief. 


Secretary of the Prime Min- 
ister’s department, Mr. E. J. 
Bunting, wrote to the shire sec- 
retary, Mr. J. Waters, saying: 


“I have been ‘asked to ack- 
nowledge receipt of your letter 
to the Prime Minister in which 
you suggested that a public ap- 
peal, on the lines of the recent 
Tasmanian Fire Relief Appeal, 
should be made to provide funds 
for the welfare and relief_of Ab- 
origines. 


“While the Tasmanian Fire 
Relief Appeal was established 
to meet'a sudden emergency of 
a limited nature, the welfare of 
the Australian aborigines is a 
continuing charge of Common- 
wealth and State Governments 
within their respective spheres 
of responsibility. 

“Financial responsibility for 
the welfare of aborigines in the 
several States rests with the 
State Governments concerned. 
The Commonwealth makes sub- 
stantial financial assistance av- 
ailable to the States each year 
to help them to discharge their 
responsibilities, including those 
they have towards aborigines. 
However, it is for each State 
to decide what proportion of its 
ed for the benefit of aborigines. 
available funds shail be allocat 


“All Australian Governments, 
Commonwealth and State, en- 
dorse a policy of assimilation 
which seeks that persons of ab- 
original descent will choose to 
attain a similar manner and 
standard of living to that of 
other Australians and live as 
members of a single Australian 
community. This policy became 
uniform throughout Australia in 
1951 and much has been done to 
improve the position of aborig- 
ines under legislation and to pro- 
vide direct assistance to them 
in accordance with this policy, 
the letter concluded.

The shire council's planning 
committee is examining a pro- 
posal to allow the erection’ of 
more than one house on_allot- 
ments that are 50 per cent larger 
than the prescribed minimum. 

Brighton council had made the 
suggestion to the Municipal As- 
sociation (the. group of all shire 
and city councils). 

Brighton wants authority to 
érect four houses on a large site 
within its boundaries. 

It has suggested that the Un-~ 
form Building Regulations, which 
control building in the whole 
of Victoria, be amended to allow 
it to be done. ’ 

The regulations at present 
permit two houses on a 50 per 
cent over-size site subject to 
certain conditions such as sew- 
erage or septic systems avail- 
able, the houses to be 30 feet 
apart, the specified distance from 
boundaries and streets, and hav- 
ing a 10 feet wide drive to the 
second house when the land is 
not. a corner allotment. 

The proposed amendments to 
Clause 804 would be to provide 
for one house including out-build- 
ings, to be erected on land hav- 
ing not less than three-quarters 
of the minimum area permitted 
by the Council. 

Buildings shall be completely 
detached and located not less 
than 10 feet from any portion 
of any other building on the 
site. 

The driveway at least 10 feet 
in width shall be provided at 
the side of the building nearest 
the frontage so that vehicular 
access will be available to the 
rear building. 

Appropriate provisions regard- 
ing set back from side bound- 
aries, front and side streets shail 
be adhered to with the provision 
that no building shall take place, 
within 15 feet of the rear bound- 
ary. ’
